To report an aircraft or marine emergency contact the Canadian Forces 
search and rescue unit at Trenton by dialing O for operator and 

say " This is an emergency. Please connect me with the Search and 
Rescue unit at 613-392-2811 Ext. 3870. " Such calls are paid for 

by the Canadian Forces, Make your information coneise and accurate, 


The individual amateur radio operator can assist by joining local 
ARES, club emergency groups or by participating in one of the many 
nets conducted throughout the province. By continuing regular 
practice and training sessions the Amateur of Ontario will be even 
better prepared to maintain his services to others at an extremely 
efficient level, the various municipal, provincial and federal 
authorities have come to expect of us. 


If you become involved with traffic having to do with an inter - 
national emergency such as an earthquake in a foreign country, the 
government contact point for traffic directed to or from it or 
concerning the welfare of Canadian citizens in the disaster area, is 
the Department of External Affairs in Ottawa. A collect call to 
613-996-8885 should reach the Departments Duty Officer. 


If your staticn *.s involved in this sort of traffic you must 
poourately. log the inciccnt and.report.it—te-your nearest D.0.C. 
“orfice.

ARE YOUR BEAMS, ETC. CORRODED by Rod, VESEBY 


Pure aluminium becomes afected by humidity and atmospheric 
moisture and the surfaces of the sheets and other aluminum 
manufactures will become dulled in consequence. This condition 
is not serious unless there has been heavy corrosion such as 
would arise by actual contact with water and the goods allowed 
to remain in a damp condition for some time, In the ordinary 
course of events, the dullness can be removed by polishing. 


The high resistance of aluminium to corrosion is due to a 

natural aluminium oxide film which is integral with the parent 
metal. This film begins to form immediately when cut metal is 
exposed to the air and slowely increases in thickness until after 
a few days no further oxidation takes place. Prolonged exposure 
to a moist atmosphere causes slight corrosion resulting ina 
visible film which is is white to grey in colour, but under 
normal atmospher&c conditions this visible film is easily rubbed 
off, leaving a permanent protective film behind, 


Corrosion arising out of condensation is rarely harmful to the 
metal itself, and can be removed by rubbing with ahand cloth 

and whiting. In more severe cases, steel wool or a steel wire 
brush is sometimes used, followed by pickling in a cleaning 
solution. Oil and grease can be removed by petroleum solvents or 
kerosene or mixtures of emulsifiers and kerosene which can be 
readily washed away by water after application. On the other hand 
cutting oils and other lubricants may result in corrosion if in 
contact for any length of time.

COMPONENT CURVE TRACER SCHEMATIC 


The above schematic circuit may be used as an auxiliary aid to 

the use of a scope for troubleshooting circuit boards while in @ 
or out of the circuit. If used to compare two identical boards it 
provides a rapid and accurate means of locating the faulty component. 
Most devices such as transistors, diodes, capacitors etc can be 

checked in circuit, WITHCCT POWER OFF, A componet which shows a 

sharp knee in the scope trace is usually good, one with a curve 


however small indicates a defect. Note the following diagrams for 
examples.
